German Mission in India.

from Madras. 
There bad been for a long 


time a difference at the mission on the sub- 
ject of caste, one party claiming that among 
the native converts till distinctions of caste 
should be abrogated, and high and low 
should sit together at church and else- 
where; and the other contending for the 
old practice of separate scats. 
The letter 


states that Rev. Mr, Corlis bad just return 
ed from Dresden, with full power in the 
premises, and had decided that it was ex- 
pedient to retain tho old custom of caste 
distinctions. 
This decision created some 


dissatisfaction, and two of the clergymen 
connected with the mission—llev. Messrs. 
Wolff and Appelt—had resigned. 
The 


former contemplated joining the English 
mission as a layman or teacher, and the lat- 
ter hud returned to Germany. 


The letter was dated September 25, post- 


marked Miidvas, September 27, arrived in 
London October 30, and reached this city 
by the Vaudorbilt yesterday, hnviug pas- 
sed about half way round the globe in less 
than seven weeks.—Ncic York Post, Tues- 
day.

The JUuxt Remarkable Lc'ip on Record ! 


—At Cincinnati, on Wednesday morning, a. 
locomotive of the Marietta Railroad started 
down the track, about half a mile, when 
the mnn iu charge seeing a locomotive of 
the Little Miami Road 
backing toward 


him, and fearing a collision, reversed thi) 
engines and jumped off 
A minute after, 


the two enjjiiies came togf.thcr, when the 
impetus 
given to the Marietta engine, 


together with the force of the reversed 
power, started it towards the dcpol wiih 
tho velocity of a rocket. 
The Gazette 


says: 


The down grade gave it additional head- 


way, and it bimuued along the truck like- a 
fiend incarnate, bdchitig furl!) fire and 
smoke to the distance of twenty or thirty 
feet from the track, and literally bounding 
from the iron rails, threatening destruction 
to everything that impeded its progress.— 
Experienced judges of the speed of rail- 
way trains who saw this engine no its 
lighniing travels, eay that it could not 
huve been going at a leas rate than Sfcentn- 
fioe In line hvnttrf.il mitts per hour!— 
Its fiua! bringing up shows that tlieir cal- 
culations could Dot have been far out of the 
way. 


Upon tho track in tlio depot the morn- 


ing Irain, consisting of some four or fivo 
cars, had been made up, and about 100 pas- 
sengers had already taken their seats. On 
came the engine with the speed of a des- 
tructive whirlwind, directly upon the track 
leading to the train, until within about four 
or five rods of the depot, when the for'unate 
accidental change of a switch drove it upon 
the other irack. 


Almost before the persons standing by 


could realize that an engine had entered 
one end of the depot, the iron steed had 
bounded through the entire length, demol- 
ished an eighteen inch brick wall, timbers 
and all, at the rear, leaped across two road 
tracks—one about ten feet below tlio other 
—without touching either, and imbedded it- 
self in a huge pile of coal in ihc yard of J. 
Cochnowcr. 
The distance leaped, from tho 


wall of the depot to the lamp of the engine, 
could nor, have been less than twenty five 
feet. 
All this distance, through the dcmol 


ished wall of the depot, it dragged the ten- 
der loaded with wood, without breaking tho 
couplings. 


But for tho fortunate change in tho 


switch, which threw the engine upon lha 
opposite track to that, on which the Clove- 
land train was standing, the loss of lifj 
must have been terrible. 
The force which 


rent a brick wall, eighteen inches thick, 
for a circle of fifteen or twenty feet, would 
have smashed the carj upon the track inti) 
fragments, and a fearful destruction of lite 
and liuib must have followed.
